Governor Hughes Makes Recommen­ 
dation to State Senate. 
Albany, N. Y., Feb. 21.—Governor 
Hughes has recommended to the New 
York senate the removal from office 
of Otto Kelsey, state superintendent 
of insurance, on the ground of unfit­ 
ness for tho position. 
This is demon­ 
strated by what the governor regards 
as a lack of appreciation and grasp 
of the needs of the department, espe­ 
cially as disclosed by the investiga­ 
tion of the Armstrong commission. 
In a special message the governor 
characterized as 
a “barren excuse" 
the contention of Superintendent Kel­ 
sey that the great mass of detail w’ork 
in the department justified him in his 
failure 
to remove from office 
First 
Deputy Superintendent 
Robert Hun­ 
ter. head of the New York office, and 
Chief Examiner Yanderpoel. 
He dis­ 
claims 
any desire “to 
impugn Mr. 
Kelsey’s integrity,’’ attributing to him 
only “lack of force and initiative,” and 
declaring that “the excuses ho now 
makes nerve only to place in a more 
prominent light his misconception of 
his obligations.” 
The message was read, and on mo­ 
tion of Senator Raines, the Republi­ 
can leader, was ordered printed and 
referred to the committee on Judiciary. 
The committee met, but beyond in­ 
formal conversation did not take up 
the m atter and probably will not do so 
until next week.

Odessa, Feb. 21.—Street attacks by 
the Union of True Russians, a reac­ 
tionary 
organization, 
arc daily 
a s­ 
suming a more 
dangerous character. 
Business has been affected, the grain 
bourse has been closed, and financial 
transactions 
have 
practically 
sus­ 
pended. 
Gangs 
of roughs 
invade 
Jewish 
shops and restaurants, order the pro­ 
prietors to throw up their hands, and 
th**n plunder and ransack the prem ­ 
ises. 
One 
Jew drew 
a revolver 
iii 
self-defense. 
He 
was 
immediately 
hustled 
to 
a 
deserted 
courtyard, 
where his arms and legs were cut off. 
General Kaulbars, the governor gen­ 
eral of Odessa, has at last been com­ 
pelled 
to take 
action against 
the 
Union of True Russians for their out­ 
rages upon Jews, although only to the 
extent of threatening them if recent 
attacks upon citizens are repeated. In 
a decree just 
promulgated the gov­ 
ernor declares that almost all the au­ 
thors 
of these outrages 
ore youths, 
eighteen of whom have been sentenced 
to three years imprisonment and exile. 
Both 
the 
universities 
here 
and 
many of the high 
schools have been 
closed 
as a protest against 
the out­ 
rages. 
Two sailors shot and killed Captain 
Zolotaroff, 
who had arrested 
some 
strikers. 
Pedestrians 
are 
often halted 
in 
broad daylight, 
and asked 
whether 
they are Jews or Christians, and some 
times they are made to produce their 
passports. 
If they are Jews they are 
brutally beaten. 
It is said that Gen­ 
eral Kaulbars has protected the union, 
designating them as true patriots. As 
a result the police make no effort to 
suppress the anti-Semitic disorders. 
Representatives of local educational 
institutions and of commercial inter­ 
ests have repeatedly 
made requests 
upon Premier Stolypin for official in­ 
tervention, 
but they have 
received 
nothing more than evasive and unsat­ 
isfactory assurances that the condi­ 
t i o n s will be 
investigated.

Slow Starvation and Extreme Misery 
Prevail. 
Kazan, Russia, 
Fob. 21.— A 
corre­ 
spondent of the Associated Press has 
returned 
here 
after 
a 
twenty-five 
days’ trip through Kazan, Sam ara and 
Ufa, three 
sample provinces 
of the 
twenty affected by famine. 
The cor­ 
responded investigated the situation 
in all directions, traveling 5<>0 miles by 
sleigh 
in districts remote 
from the 
railroads and where 
I he distress is 
most acute. 
The 
population 
everywhere 
was 
found absolutely dependent upon out­ 
ride relief. 
Although lacking the dra­ 
matic coloring of traditional famines 
violent 
epidemics 
and 
wholesale 
deaths from hunger—the present state 
of 
affairs is 
characterized by 
slow 
starvation and extreme misery, which 
are fully as pitiable. 
The relief m a­ 
chine v organized by the government., 
the R* d Cross, the zemstvos and pri­ 
vate societies is working with reason­ 
able smoothness 
and few 
localities 
are utterly 
neglected. 
But 
the gov­ 
ernm ent’s allowance of 36 pounds of 
rye lier person 
per month is inade­ 
quate and this amount is cut by 18 or 
20 pounds by tile cost of transporta­ 
tion and milling. 
Men and oven women between the 
ages of eighteen and fifty-five are ex­ 
cluded from receiving the government 
ration. 
In Ufa there is scarcely half 
the quantity of grain necessary for the 
ordinary subsistence of people and the 
peasants are so weak physically as a 
result of a succession of bad harvests 
that supplementary assistance will be 
necessary for thousands to m ake It 
possible for them to survive until the 
spring and have strength enough to 
plant 
the 
new 
crop. 
Non-propertv 
holders are excluded entirely from the 
government 
allowance 
and are 
do- 
jendent 
upon outside 
charity. 
The 
so-called “famine bread,” an unwhole­ 
some mixture 
of corns and pigweed, 
which was eaten extensively in the 
autumn, has now generally 
been dis­ 
placed by the government ration, but 
it still appears every month when the 
rations, despite the closest pinching. 
are exhausted 
The correspondent 
found sporadic 
c a s e s cf scurvy in all three provinces. 
Cases of ergotism are rare. 
In Kazan 
there is a terrible malady of the eyes 
due to the general 
and chronic mal­ 
nutrition, 
but the 
reports 
of wide­ 
spread outbreaks of hunger typhus are 
untrue.
